Filly Races: 3 Per Cent 


ERHAPS American racing secretaries do not 

realize how thoroughly they ignore the fe- 
male sex in making up racing programs. For 
their benefit we present a few statistics. 

There were 16,370 races on recognized tracks 
in North America last year. Exclusively for fil- 
lies and mares were 595 of those races—-3 per 
cent. Less than one race every four days at the 
average track. 

The value of the 16,370 races run in 1938 was 
$10,932,863 in first monies, and of that sum 
$530,255, or 5 per cent, was in races limited to 
fillies and mares. 

Forty-one of last year’s 448 stakes races were 
exclusively for fillies and mares. 

The 505 races for fillies and mares averaged 
$1,050 in first monies; the other 15,865 races 
averaged $663. 

These figures, we believe, are out of propor- 
tion to the importance of the sex, in racing and 
in breeding. It is admitted that the average 
filly cannot run as fast as the average colt, and 
it is also true that the sex allowance of five 
pounds or three pounds is not enough to equalize 
their opportunities in mixed races. But for pur- 
poses of breeding it is quite as important to de- 
termine the racing merit of a mare as of a stal- 
lion (this conclusion, which will be disputed in 
some quarters, is drawn from various studies of 
the subject which have been published in THE 
BLoop-HORSE). Hence, for the improvement of 
the breed, either the sex allowance should be in- 
creased or there should be a greater proportion 
of races limited to the weaker sex. 

The fact that more filly races would give breed- 
ers a better standard for judging breeding ma- 
terial is in itself enough to justify a larger per 
cent of races for the sex. But there is also an 
important economic reason. 

At the Saratoga sales this year the low inci- 
dence of filly races will be reflected in the prices 
paid for the yearling fillies offered. The prices 
paid for yearling fillies in America is probably 
lower, in comparison with the price for colts, than 
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in any other country where Thoroughbred racing 
is a prominent sport. 

We call attention to the situation in the hope 
that a few secretaries and associations will de- 
cide to do the breeding industry a favor by mak- 
ing a slight increase in the percentage of filly 
races offered. 


New Jersey 


N Tuesday, June 20, the people of New Jer- 
sey will vote on the constitutional amend- 
ment which would permit the return of racing 
to a State from which it was banished long ago 
for conduct detrimental to the best interests of 
the Turf. Despite an alliance in which New 
Jersey’s multifarious bookmakers are using a 
minister of the gospel as a front in an effort 
to prevent the legalization of racing, the amend- 
ment appears likely to be accepted by the people. 
If racing does return to New Jersey, it will 
come better equipped for a permanent stay than 
when it previously flourished there. Today the 
technique of controlling and regulating racing 
has been developed to a point never before ap- 
proached. There are many safeguards to pro- 
tect the reputation of the sport from various 
sorts of brigands on the race track. There is, 
unfortunately, no way to protect it from political 
brigandage, since it is politicians who must frame 
the laws and administer whatever patronage 
goes with the business. Hence, when people vote 
on racing they must consider first the integrity 
and character of the political administration 
which would be responsible. 

It is our understanding that the most power- 
ful political figures in New Jersey have repre- 
sented that only three tracks will be licensed in 
the State, that these are to be placed under the 
control of experienced and altogether reputable 
sportsmen, that every effort will be made to co- 
ordinate the racing of New Jersey with that of 
New York. This is a splendid promise, and we 
hope that the rulers of the State will be able to 
live up to it. If they fail to do so, it will mean 
a critical period for racing.

he ever had. He won the Coombe June Plate by 
three lengths from the indifferent Roe O'Neill, 
with Coroebus third. For the Coombe July Plate, 
on July 18, he had a walkover, thus getting his 
richest purse to that date without a contest. The 
3-year-old Wild Oats (129) beat him a length 
and a half for the Gatwick Stakes on October 20, 
with Ingaglio (4-y-o, 115) third. Robert le 
Diable, however, had up 138 pounds. 

In the Derby Gold Cup, at Derby November 19, 
Robert le Diable was unplaced again. He carried 
110 pounds, finished well behind Littleton (90), 
Surbiton (3-y-o, 107), Csardas, and others, in- 
cluding W. C. Whitney’s Ayrshire filly *Ballan- 
trae, later imported, which became the third dam 
of Equipoise. In his last start of the year, the 
Castle Irwell Handicap at one mile, he carried 
114 pounds, won by a head from the 3-year-old 
Salute, a Carbine colt which had won four races 
during the year from 21 starts. Morgendale (3- 
y-0, 101) was a poor third, 10 unplaced. 

Robert came out for the City and Suburban 
Handicap (11, m.) again in 1904, and this time 
was successful, winning by three lengths under 
114 pounds, with Dean Swift (3-y-o, 91) second, 
Cerisier (4-y-o, 84) third, 17 unplaced, including 
Bachelor’s Button. The race, worth £1,675, was 
the richest he ever won. 

The Addlestone Plate at Kempton Park on 
June 4 was an easy victory, though Robert car- 
ried 135 pounds. He won by three lengths from 
Bellivor Tor (5-y-o, 122), with Templemore (6- 
y-0, 132) third. In the Royal Hunt Cup at Ascot 
on June 15 he was unplaced again, but for the 
last time, finishing fourth under 126 pounds to 
Csardas (5-y-o, 103), Hazafi (5-y-o, 114), and 
Wild Oats (4-y-0, 100), with 24 others, including 
Duke of Westminster, unplaced. 

For the Ellesmere Stakes at Newmarket on 
July 1 he had 123 pounds, had only Kroonstad 
(4-y-0, 121) to beat. He won by two lengths 
over the 1%-mile course. But in the Summer 
Stakes a week later, at Lingfieid Park, he tried to

give 17 pounds to Wargrave (6-y-0, 121) and was 
beaten a head, with the 3-year-old Lucid (103) a 
bad third. He carried 126 pounds for the King’s 
Plate at Derby September 1, was beaten a half- 
length by Catgut (3-y-0, 104), with Ravilious 
(3-y-0, 98) a bad third. 

The Doncaster Cup, at two miles, on Sep- 
tember 9, was the longest distance Robert ever 
tried, and he was an 11-to-2 outsider in a field 
of three. But under 131 pounds he won by five 
lengths from Bachelor’s Button (131), with 
Palmy Days (4-y-o, 127) five lengths farther 
back. In the Prince Edward Handicap at Man- 
chester two weeks later he took up 133 pounds, 
was beaten a half-length by Thunderbolt (4-y-o, 
108), with Earla Mor (3-y-o, 94) third, 12 un- 
placed. 

There were two starts remaining in Robert’s 
career, and he won them both. Under 128 pounds 
he won the Duke of York Stakes at Kempton 
Park by three lengths from Fermoyle (5-y-o, 
105), with Flower Seller (3-y-o0, 96) third, 13 
unplaced. He met only the mediocre Butterwort 
(109) for the Westerham Plate on October 15 at 
Lingfield Park, conceded 27 pounds, but had no 
trouble in winning by four lengths. Unlike most 
of the horses in this series, Robert le Diable had 
no regular jockey, and Maher, Lane, Randall, 
Watts, Lewis, Hardy, McCall, and Henry all had 
a try with him.

Robert le Diable was sent to his owner’s High- 
clere Stud Farm, near Newbury, and in 1905 he 
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was advertised as open to 15 approved mares 
at 65 guineas each. His stock began fairly well, 
and the fee gradually rose to 98 guineas. But 
early promise was hardly maintained, and for 
1912 it was dropped to 48 guineas. This season 
was not made, however, for after the 1911 sea- 
son he was sold to Austria, and in 1914 the war 
cut off his connection with England. The date 
of his death is not available. 

In England the best of his get were Rivoli, 
winner of the Ascot and Alexandra Stakes, and 
*Wrack, which was brought to America to begin 
a long and successful career in stud. In Conti- 
nental Europe he got Rend bonto, Col. Roman- 
elli, Scheitan, and a few others which were good 
race horses. 

If it had not been for one horse, Robert le 
Diable would have been a virtual nonentity in 
American pedigrees. That horse, of course, was 
*Wrack, and while it is difficult, if not actually 
foolish, to try to say definitely whether a horse 
gets his ability from his sire or from his dam, it 
looks very much as if Samphire, carrying the 
great blood of Isinglass, was the force in this 
case. Through 1938 *Wrack’s sons and daugh- 
ters had won 2,090 races and $2,627,268. 


NEW YORK 


Belmont Park to Aqueduct 


ELMONT PARK'’S 24-day meeting came to a 

close Wednesday, June 7, with the twenty- 
third running of the Coaching Club American 
Oaks and the Meadow Brook Steeplechase Han- 
dicap as features of the final program. Next day 
New York racing shifted to Aqueduct for 21 days. 
The Belmont Park meeting apparently was a 
successful one, with good attendance most of the 
time, but Racing Secretary John D. Campbell 
may have been glad to shift from Belmont Park 
to the somewhat less pretentious offerings of 
Aqueduct. Fields at Belmont Park were perhaps 
the smallest in recent years. On Monday, June 
5, there were only 34 starters in seven races, and 
the next day the number of starters totaled 36. 
This may, however, be the last year of small 
fields for New York's top-ranking race course, if 
mutuels become legal by 1940. 

Feature of Aqueduct’s opening day was the 
Queens County Handicap, in which Mrs. F. Am- 
brose Clark’s 3-year-old Lovely Night turned in 
one of the fastest races of the year to defeat a 
field of high-class older horses. The official time 
for Lovely Night’s mile was 1:3645, but several 
clockers on the grounds disagreed with John 
Miller’s watch, some of them claiming that the 
son of Pilate had stepped the eight furlongs in 
1:3515. The track record is 1:36, set by John P. 
Grier as a 4-year-old, under 127 pounds, in 1921. 

Approximately 15,000 were in the Saturday 
crowd which saw Volitant run one of his best 
races to win the Shevlin Stakes. B. F. Whitaker's 
Gannet beat a good field of 2-year-olds in the 
secondary feature, the Tremont Stakes. Aque- 
duct’s fields are better filled than Belmont Park’s, 
but on each of the first two days there were only 
six races. 

Top race of the Aqueduct meeting is the Dwyer 
Stakes, to be run Saturday, June 17. It may 
bring the Kentucky Derby winner Johnstown and 
the Preakness winner Challedon together for 
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their third meeting of the year. The distance 


of the Dwyer is 11s miles. 


War Feathers' Daughter 


On Sunday, August 9, 1925, before he left Sara- 
toga to visit his Dixiana Farm in Kentucky, 
James Cox Brady left word with his trainer, 
Howard Oots, to purchase a yearling filly by 
Man o' War out of *Tuscan Red, by William 
Rufus, to be sold the next day in the consign- 
ment of Admiral Cary T. Grayson. His instruc- 
tions were simply, “Buy the filly.” But Mont- 
fort Jones, of Audley Farm in Virginia, also 
wanted the filly very badly, and when the bids 
had stopped Auctioneer John Bain had sold a 
yearling for the highest price ever recorded in 


America up to that time—a record that still 
stands if only fillies are considered. Mr. Jones 
went to $50,000 before he stopped. Mr. Oots 


said $50,500, and the yearling was knocked down 
to him. 

The daughter of Man o’' War was named War 
Feathers. She did not start at two, was second 
in her only race as a 3-year-old. She was still 
a maiden when James Cox Brady died. But when 
the Thoroughbreds owned by the estate of Mr. 
Brady were sold at auction at Dixiana in March, 
1928, Mr. Oots still had confidence in War Feath- 
ers, and he bought her for $20,000. That year 
she raced six times, won one race. When she 
was retired to the breeding paddock she had 
earned $1,350. For Mr. Oots she has produced 
five foals. All are winners, and the last three 
of them are now stakes winners. 

On Wednesday, June 7, a young James Cox 
Brady stepped down from the Belmont Park 
stands to lead War Plumage, daughter of War 
Feathers, into the winner’s enclosure and receive 
the trophy which goes with victory in the Coach- 
ing Club American Oaks ($3,500 added, 3-year- 
old fillies, 13g miles), the American Turf’s near- 
est approach to a classic race for fillies. 

Before the C. C. A. Oaks War Plumage was 
still a maiden, and thus entitled to a five-pound 
weight allowance. She had raced four times at 
two, had finished second in an allowance race, 
second in the Polly Drummond Stakes, third in 
the Jeanne d’Arc Stakes, and unplaced in the 
Eastern Shore Handicap at Havre de Grace. Op- 
posing her in the Oaks were eight other fillies, 
and favoritism in the opening betting went to 
the James Fitzsimmons entry, composed of 
Wheatley Stable’s Hostility, Belair Stud’s Wise 
Lady, and Ogden Phipps’ Despondent. But the 
odds on the entry drifted out to 12 to 5 by post 
time, and E. R. Bradley’s Bass Wood closed at 
the same price. The odds against War Plumage 
shortened from 3-1 to 13-5. 

Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ Solar Flight made the 
early pace, followed by Wise Lady, Despondent, 
War Plumage, and Bass Wood. Hostility, the 
Acorn Stakes winner, got away slowly and was 
still next to last after three-quarters of a mile. 
Nick Wall had War Plumage under restraint all 
through the early running. Solar Flight, a 
daughter of Mars, was indulged with the lead 
until the field turned into the long stretch, but 
when the riders behind her asked their mounts 
for speed the pacemaker faded from first place 
to last in considerably less than a quarter-mile. 
Wise Lady went into the lead readily when 
Jimmy Stout called on her, but was immediately 
challenged by War Plumage. The Brady filly

won without a struggle. Through the last three 
furlongs she drew steadily away from the others 
until at the end she was seven lengths ahead of 
Hostility. The daughter of Man o’ War had made 
a splendid finish after getting away slowly and 
running far back in the field for seven furlongs, 
but though she actually gained on the leader 
through the stretch she never had a chance of 
winning. Third, a half-length back, was Wise 
Lady, two lengths ahead of Bass Wood. The 
others, all far back, were Otra, Teddy's Girl, De- 
spondent, Charlotte Girl, and Solar Flight. War 
Plumage and Teddy's Girl, maidens, carried 116 
pounds, the others 121. The winner’s time was 
the fastest ever recorded in the C. C. A. Oaks, 
three-fifths of a second faster than the time made 
by *Flambette (grandam of Omaha, Fiares, Johns- 
town) in winning the 1921 renewal. Time, :233;,

War Plumage, bred at Mr. Oots’ Fayette Farm 
near Lexington and sold privately to young Mr. 
Brady, had not previously raced this year. She 
has started five times, won one race, finished sec- 
ond twice, third once, earned $12,900.

War Feathers, winner of one 
race, as stated above, has had five foals, all win- 
ners, by five different sires. They are Miss Kid, 
by *Atwell, winner at two and three; Brown 
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Feathers, by Brown Bud, at two, three, and four; 
War Minstrel, by *Royal Minstrel, at three, four, 
and five, including Yankee Handicap, Stars and 
Stripes Handicap; War Magic, by *Pharamond 
II, at two and three, including Diamond State 
Stakes; and War Plumage. *Tuscan Red pro- 
duced nine winners. Besides War Feathers they 
were Chianti (33 wins, including United Hunts 
Initial Handicap), Leghorn (10 wins, dam of four 
foals, all winners, including the Amsterdam 
Stakes winner Bulwark, and grandam of the Rex 
Handicap winner Chrysostom), Tuscan Maiden 
(dam of Fairy Maiden, winner Miami-Florida 
Handicap), Shamrock, Hot Time (24 wins), 
Bright Red (also producer), Bright Colors, and 
Red Fellow. Fine Feathers produced four win- 
ners, Agitato (stakes winner over jumps in 
France, including Prix du President de la Re- 
publique), Scamandre, Kazan, and *Doreid (dam 
of Boxthorn, Barcolo, Bewithus, Beauregard, 
Blackberry, Bide a Wee, Banal Girl, and Bob- 
bing). 


Meadow Brook Steeplechase 


Only four horses went to the post for the 
twenty-fourth running of the Meadow Brook 
Steeplechase Handicap ($3,000 added, 4-year-olds 
and up, about 2!, miles) at Belmont Park June 
7. E. B. Schley’s *Dolly’s Love (139) was favor- 
ite and pacemaker, but going to the fourteenth 
fence Jockey T. Roby eased the restraint on 
Harold E. Talbott’s Ship Executive (133), and 
the Man o’ War gelding easily went to the lead, 
winning by four lengths. *Dolly’s Love, second, 
was three lengths ahead of Greentree Stable’s 
*Sumatra, with Frank M. Gould’s Edile (130) 
last, 10 lengths farther back. Time, 4:40 (track 
record, 4:39), track fast. Stakes division, $2,275, 
$700, $300, $100. 


Ship Executive, bred at Samuel D. Riddle’s 
Faraway Farm, Lexington, did not race at two, 
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won one of his 13 starts at three, was second in 
four other races. At four he was put to steeple- 
chasing, at which game he has been a winner in 
four consecutive seasons, though he waited until

last week to score his first stakes victory. Alto- 
gether he has started 36 times, won five races, 
finished second seven times, third six times, 
earned $7,425. Ship Executive is a brother to 
the winners American Flag (stakes winner of 
$82,725 and sire), Fleet Flag (Amsterdam 
Stakes), and Argosie (also producer), and to the 
producers Red White and Blue and Strong. *Lady 
Comfey had one foal in England before she was 
imported in 1920. This was Amourette, which 
became the grandam of the good stakes winner 
and sire Noble Star. In America she has also 
produced the winner Sir Glen (20 wins), im- 
ported in utero, and the producer Exalted. Snoot, 
dam of *Lady Comfey, also produced the win- 
ners Caligula (St. Leger, Ascot Derby, and sire), 
Snow Maiden (Irish Oaks, Baldoyle Derby, and 
producer), Snout (Guernsey Produce Stakes), 
*Spear Lance, Eagle Snipe (Thames Stakes, dam 
of the stakes winners Le Phare, Turtle Soup, 
Faloudeh, and Prawn Curry, and grandam of the 
stakes winner *Firozepore, etc.), Highcliff, Bal- 
mains, and Pretty Maid (also producer), and the 
producers Easle and Tetralogy. N. R. A. pro- 
duced six winners, including Miss Elsie, winner 
of the Lingfield Park Great Foal Plate. 


Lovely Night Beats Older Horses 


After Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s home-bred 
Lovely Night had beaten a good field of 3-year- 
olds in the Constitution Handicap at Suffolk 
Downs June 3, Trainer Henry McDaniel thought 
he might be able to beat a good field of older 
horses in the thirty-fourth running of the Queens 
County Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, one mile) at Aqueduct June 8. The betting 
ring’s pricemaker had a hard time deciding what 
would be favorite for the race, and on the open- 
ing market Lovely Night (106), Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s Heelfly (113), and Myron Selznick’s Can't 
Wait (114) were all quoted at 16 to 5, with Fight- 
ing Fox (121) favored at 3 to 1. As the betting 
progressed the odds against Heelfly lengthened, 
Lovely Night held steady, and Can’t Wait, which 
had indicated that he “liked the track,” closed 
favorite at 5 to 2, while Fighting Fox went out 
to fives. But Johnny Longden took Lovely Night 
to the front at the start, burnt out the opposition 
with a blistering pace, and pulled away in the 
last furlong to win by four lengths, in time that 
was within two-fifths of a second of John P. 
Grier’s track record, set 18 years ago in a re- 
newal of the same stakes event. Heelfly, which 
was last in the field of six at the quarter-pole, 
made up nearly nine lengths on the rest of the 
field in the last two furlongs to finish second, 
four lengths ahead of Belair Stud’s Fighting 
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Fox, which had a length advantage over J. B. 
Partridge’s Our Ketchum (104). Can’t Wait, slow 
to begin, made a good run on the second turn, 
but fell back and finished fifth, with only Pag- 
liacci (109) behind him. Time, :22%5, :45%5, 
1:1045, 1:3625, track fast. Stakes division, $4,- 
725, $1,000, $500, $250.

Volitant's Shevlin Stakes 


At the close of the 1938 season the Saratoga 
Stable’s Volitant appeared one of the best pros- 
pects for the 1939 3-year-old honors. But in his 
first start of the year, at Hialeah Park February 
18, Easy Mon beat him three lengths. In the 
Flamingo Stakes Technician caught him in the 
stretch and beat him by a neck. In the Chesa- 
peake Stakes at Havre de Grace he was unplaced 
to Gilded Knight. He was second to Johnstown, 
but beaten eight lengths, in the Wood Memorial 
at Jamaica. He was not named for the Kentucky 
Derby, but reserved for the Preakness, in which 
he was third to Challedon and Gilded Knight. 


With this 3-year-old record of five starts, three 
seconds, and one third, Volitant came out for the 
thirteenth running of the Shevlin Stakes ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds, one mile) at Aqueduct June 
10, was made a 3-1 second choice to the James 
Fitzsimmons entry, composed of Wheatley Sta- 
ble’s Gilded Knight (120) and Belair Stud’s Chal- 
lenge (110). which receded in the betting from 
8-5 to 12-5. Volitant, carrying 117 pounds, put on 
something of an imitation of his intractable sire 
by refusing to stand in his stall, and finally was 
taken outside the gate for the start. Don Meade 
got him away well, and during the early running 
he was well up in the field. But S. Bachrach’s 
Golden Voyage (110), which in his only previous 
start of 1939 had soundly beaten El Chico at six 
furlongs, broke in front, ran the first quarter in 
22%; seconds, opened up a five-length lead. Glen 
Riddle Farm's Tall Story (110), a Questionnaire 
colt, and Volitant were closest to him, with Chal- 
lenge at their heels. As they neared the far turn 
Meade drove Volitant forward, cut down the lead 
of Golden Voyage, which had covered his second 
quarter in 2245 seconds. Despite the burning 
pace which the leader continued to make, Volitant 
went to the outside and passed him on the turn. 
At the quarter pole Volitant had an advantage 
of about half a length, but Golden Voyage was 
not through. In a bitter struggle through the 
stretch, during which there was a slight bumping 
between the leaders, Volitant held a narrow ad- 
vantage until he went under the wire winner by 
a head trom the son of *Happy Argo. Three 
lengths behind them Greentree Stable’s Third De- 
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gree (113) earned third money. Tall Story was 
fourth, two lengths farther back, followed by 
Time Sheet (110), Gilded Knight, Chief Onaway 
(110), Challenge, and Trailer (110). Golden 
Voyage’s rider, Basil James, entered a claim of 
foul which the judges promptly disallowed, prob- 
ably because Golden Voyage had seemed no less 
at fault than the winner. The time for the race 
was the fastest in the history of the Shevlin 
Stakes, and four-fifths of a second slower than 
John P. Grier’s track record. Time, :22%;, :45%s, 
1:10%;, 1:3645, track fast. Stakes division $5,- 
425, $1,000, $500, $250.

Volitant, whose owners are George H. Bull and 
John A. Morris, was foaled April 14, 1936, at 
Mereworth Stud, Lexington, was purchased at 
Saratoga in 1937 for $2,500. At two he won four 
of his six starts, including the Saratoga Sales 
Stakes and Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap. 
In his other two starts he was second in the 
Junior Champion Stakes and Walden Stakes. 
The Shevlin Stakes was one of the gamest races 
in his very good record. He has now started 12 
times, won five races, finished five times second, 
once third, and has earned $30,585. Volitant is 
the first foal of Flighty Anna, which was a 
winner at two and three. Flighty Anna’s second 
foal is a brother to Volitant, named Ekwanok. 
Among the Mereworth offerings at Saratoga 
this year will be a well made yearling sister to 
Volitant. “Annarella, which Walter J. Salmon 
imported from France in 1926, also produced the 
winners Van (Grand Prix de Marseille), Anahid 
(Poule des Yearlings, Prix de St. James, third in 
French One Thousand Guineas, and dam of the 
stakes winners Louisiana and Anatolie), Aladin, 
Analyse, *Danie, Dark Dianne, and Pious (also 
dam of the stakes winner Sobriety). The third 
dam, St. Astra, won the Prix de Diane (French 
Oaks) and produced five winners and the pro- 
ducers “Callisto, *Titanite (dam of the Jefferson 
Derby winner Tatanne and grandam of the stakes 
winners Gossip, Tattle, and Fastnet), and As- 
trella (dam of Asterus, noted stakes winner and 
sire). The fourth dam, St. Celestra, by St. An- 
gelo, was a half-sister to *Star Shoot. 


Gannet's Tremont Stakes 


Best claim of 1939 thus far is Gannet. B. F. 
Whitaker, of Texas, took the colt from Brook- 
meade Stable for $3,500 at Hialeah Park last 
winter. He won four races in succession at 
Jamaica and Belmont Park this spring, includ- 
ing the Youthful Stakes, before he was beaten 
back to third place by Cockerel and Now What 
in the Juvenile Stakes. Saturday, June 10, Gan- 
net marked up his second stakes victory in the 
forty-seventh running of the Tremont Stakes 
($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, colts and geldings, 
five furlongs). Ridden by Ronnie Nash, Gannet 
(117) was quoied at 8 to 1 and was sixth choice 
in a field of 10. He got away well, went to the 
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front at once, and won by a half length from W. 
E. Boeing’s Dodger (108), a son of Dodge which 
had finished second in his one previous start. 
Dodger was on the inside in the run through the 
stretch and appeared to be in close quarters, but 
finished well. A length and a half back in third 
place was Alvin Untermyer’s Cockerel (119). 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s Skin Deep (119) was fourth, 
a length and a half farther back. John Hay 
Whitney’s Woof Woof (112), the favorite at 4 
to 1, was a well beaten fifth, followed by Para- 
sang (112), Equistar (115), Wake Robin (113), 
Fenelon (108), and White Hunter (11312). Time, 
15825, track fast. As in the Shevlin Stakes on 
the same program, this surpassed the best pre- 
vious time for the fixture. Stakes division, $4,- 
125, $500, $250, $125.

Lincoln Fields 


F the current Lincoln Fields meeting proves 

successful financially it will probably have to 
have better luck in the future than it had dur- 
ing the first 15 days of its 27 days of racing. 
The early days of the meeting were handicapped 
by a very severe coughing outbreak which re- 
sulted in small fields, numerous substitute races, 
and an unconscionable amount of worry for Rac- 
ing Secretary William H. Shelley. On several oc- 
casions it was found impossible to fill the entries 
before mid-afternoon. By last week, however, 
the epizootic had abated to some extent. 

The management was hopeful for a good crowd 
Saturday, June 10, but threatening weather held 
down the crowd and those who did go to the 
track were pelted steadily by rain. The rain was 
accompanied by thunder and lightning which 
reached its climax about the time the field was 
going to the post for the La Salle Handicap. 
The race, run in a blinding rain which obscured 
the vision of spectators, fell to the extreme out- 
sider, W. E. Maloney’s Her Reigh. Three allow- 
ance races were included on the program. They 
were won by F. E. Waldron’s Copper Lad, 7-year- 
old son of Reigh Count; Joseph E. Widener’s 2- 
year-old Welding, a daughter of Haste; and C. 
Troutt’s Polycletus, an 8-year-old gelding by 
*Polymelian. 

The Lincoln Fields meeting closes Saturday, 
June 24, to be followed by 30 days of racing at 
the north side Arlington Park, most pretentious 
racing development in Illinois. Last week it was 
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reported that 1,600 applications had been made 
for Arlington Park’s 1,250 stalls. Major Louie 
A. Beard, who will act as general manager of 
the meeting this year, is shaping final plans for 
the 30 days of sport. Major Beard and Otto H. 
Lehman, president of the Arlington Park Jockey 
Club, will be the stewards representing the as- 
sociation. Racing Secretary Robert S. Shelley 
is expected to arrive about a week before the 
meeting opens. C. J. Fitz Gerald, Jr., Thomas 
H. Steele, and W. R. Dahlstrom will be placing 
judges. Roy Dickerson will continue as starter. 
Norris Royden, recently resigned from Daily 
Racing Form’s staff, will be one of the patrol 
judges. The Arlington Park management has 
spent approximately $140,000 in improvements 
since its last meeting, is looking forward to a 
very successful venture. 


Her Reigh's La Salle Handicap 


The crowd at Lincoln Fields Saturday, June 10, 
was more interested in the weather than in the 
second running of the La Salle Handicap ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 3-16 miles). A heavy 
rain had begun before the day’s first race, and 
when the field of six went to the post for the La 
Salle it was to the accompaniment of spectacular 
thunder and lightning and a torrential rainfall. 
Visibility was necessarily limited, but, fortunately 
for the chartmakers, the leader all the way 
around was W. E. Maloney’s Her Reigh (105), 
ridden by T. E. Ward. The double stakes winner 
Manie O’Hara (115) challenged on the back 
stretch and was for a while on almost equal 
terms with the leader but ran out on the far turn 
and eventually finished last. In the stretch Mrs. 
Emil Denemark’s Some Count, by Reigh Count, 
made a strong challenge but failed by a head to 
catch Her Reigh. Third, five lengths back was 
the favorite, Shandon Farm's Burning Star (119), 
which raced under restraint to the last quarter, 
then failed to respond to Warren Yarberry’s urg- 
ing. E. E. Fogelson’s Strident (3-y-0, 102) was 
fourth, six lengths farther back, followed by 
Eagle Pass (115) and Manie O’Hara. Time, :26, 
252, 1:1845, 1:47%5, 2:0615, track muddy. Stakes 
division, $2,030, $500, $250, $125.

DELAWARE 


Delaware Park 


HE Delaware Steeplechase and Racing Asso- 
ciation, now in the third week of its 30-day 
meeting, is rivaling the New York tracks with 
which it is running in competition, in point of 
racing class, and is attracting good crowds and 
betting. The principal race of last week at the 
track was the Newcastle Handicap, a $10,000 
added event for fillies and mares, one of the out- 
standing races of its sort in America. Racing 
Secretary John P. Turner had handicapped Jacola 
(126) and the 3-year-old Ciencia (114) on even 
terms by the scale, had assigned Handcuff 122 
pounds. Ranked very close to the bottom with 
101 pounds was James Cox Brady’s War Plum- 
age, which two days after the weights were an- 
nounced captured the Coaching Club American 
Oaks at Belmont Park. But neither War Plum- 
age nor Ciencia started, Jacola broke down in the 
running, and Handcuff failed to show anything 
like her best form. The race fell to the Chilean 
*Shangay Lily, ridden by the Chilean R. Donoso. 
With the Belmont Park meeting over and a 
number of good steeplechasers released for com- 
petition in Delaware, the infield course will be in 
use this week. The $6,000 added Georgetown 
Steeplechase Handicap will feature the program 
of June 14. There are 52 horses eligible for the 
race, an extraordinarily large list. General Man- 
ager Edward Burke is contemplating running a 
steeplechase a day if there are sufficient horses 
available. 

In addition to the Newcastie Handicap Dela- 
ware Park has two other good filly races, the 
Delaware Oaks for 3-year-olds and the Polly 
Drummond Stakes for 2-year-olds. Both of these 
will be on the program of Saturday, June 17. 
Ciencia, War Plumage, Alms, Hostility, Sassy 
Lady, Wise Lady, and other good fillies are 
among the eligibles for the Delaware Oaks. But 
the outstanding race of the Delaware Park 
meeting may prove to be the Kent Handicap at 
1 1-16 miles, to be run Saturday, June 24. Among 
the more than 50 eligibles are Challedon, Johns- 
town, Eight Thirty, Ariel Toy, Gilded Knight, 
Sea Captain, Heather Broom, Lovely Night, 
Hash, and other good ones. 

In an overnight race at Delaware Park June 
6, Bomar Stable’s Carlisia made his first start 
since his stakes victory at Hialeah Park in 
January. The handsome grey gelding was made 
an odds-on choice, but broke slowly, met inter- 
ference while trying to move forward in the 
field, and weakened to finish third to Court Coun- 
sel and Sun Girl. 


Jacola Breaks Down 


One of America’s most valuable races for fillies 
and mares is Delaware Park’s Newcastle Handi- 
cap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, fillies and 
mares, 1 1-16 miles). The race was inaugurated 
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in 1937 and the first running went to Rosenna, 
with Fair Knightess and Esposa second and third. 
Last year Marica won, with Savage Beauty sec- 
ond and Esposa third. For this year’s running 
on June 10 there was probably the best field that 
has yet gone to the post for the race. Favorite 
was Edward Friendly’s Jacola (126), last year’s 
top 2-year-old filly. Arrayed against her were 11 
others of the sex, including Gustav Ring’s Lady 
Maryland (118), W. L. Brann’s Savage Beauty 
(111), Brookmeade Stable’s Handcuff (122), and 
other good ones. But Jacola, moving up at the 
final turn to challenge E. K. Bryson’s Bunny Baby 
(108) for the lead, went lame and fell back 
quickly to finish next to last. Examination after 
the race indicated that she probably would never 
race again. 

Mrs. R. H. Heighe’s Rehearsal (109), which 
closed at odds of nearly 200 to 1, took the lead 
in the first quarter and held on stubbornly as 
Bunny Baby, H. P. Headley’s Flying Lee (106), 
and Jacola challenged her in the back stretch. 
After nearly six furlongs Bunny Baby drew clear 
of the others, but in the stretch the race resolved 
itself into a battle royal, and there was a ham- 
mer-and-tongs struggle all through the last 
three-sixteenths, with five horses running vir- 
tually head-and-head. The finish was one of the 
most exciting ever seen at Delaware Park, and 
the placing judges were very glad to have a 
photograph to make a decision for them. The 
winner, by a nose, was W. V. McGrath’s *Shan- 
gay Lily (113), which had been far back in the 
field in the early running and had moved into 
contention on the back stretch. Bunny Baby 
was second, a neck ahead of Lady Maryland, 
which had a nose advantage over W. E. Boeing’s 
Parscout (110). Savage Beauty was a length 
farther back in fifth place. The order of finish 
for the others was Short Distance (105), Hand- 
cuff, Pretty Pet (102), Sweet Adeline (106), Fly- 
ing Lee, Jacola, Rehearsal. The winner’s mutuel 
price was $27.10 for $2, and Bunny Baby paid 
$65.20 place. Time, :24, :48, 1:1245, 1:3945, 
1:46, track fast. Stakes division, $9,175, $2,000,

MASSACHUSETTS 
Suffolk Downs 


HE Eastern Racing Association this week 

reaches the midpoint of its 60 days of racing, 
the longest summer meeting of the year in North 
America. The East Boston track this year de- 
liberately set out to gain greater patronage by 
improving the quality of its programs. Its plan 
seems in a fair way to be successful. Through 
the first 24 days of the meeting, including Satur- 
day, June 10, the total turnover was $9,399,365, 
an average of $391,640 daily. In 1937 the track’s 
average for two meetings totaling 54 days was 
$387,830. The average for a 57-day meeting 
last year was $389,747. The track still has two 
of its biggest days ahead, July 4 and July 12, the 
latter the date for the running of the Massachu- 
setts Handicap, the most valuable race of the 
meeting. 

A stakes event for 2-year-old fillies, the Betsy 
Ross, was the feature of last Saturday’s pro- 
gram, and victory fell to Arden Lass, a filly bred 
and owned by Jouett Shouse, former chairman 
of the Democratic National Committee. Mr. and 
Mrs. Shouse flew to Boston for the race. 

Feature of the program for Saturday, June 17, 
is the $5,000 Bunker Hill Handicap, for 3-year- 
olds and up; 39 horses are eligible. 

The Suffolk Downs meeting has been marked 
by an extraordinary number of claims. On Mon- 
day, June 5, eight horses were claimed, a record 
thus far at the Massachusetts track. 


Betsy Ross Stakes 


Favorite for the second running of the Betsy 
Ross Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-old fillies, five 
furlongs) was Houghton P. Metcalf’s Sally Pass 
By (114), a *By-Pass II filly which had won 
three of her four previous starts. Second choice 
was Jouett Shouse’s Arden Lass (111), which 
had had the exasperating luck to finish second in 
six of her nine races.

P. L. Fuller’s Golden Era (113) 
was hustled into the lead in the first quarter, 
with Autograph (105), Bernard F., and Star 
Boarder closest to him. The favorite, fractious 
at the post, was placed outside the stalls and got 
away slowly, but was rushed into contention 
quickly. As the field went around the second 
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turn Bernard F. was driven to the front, but in 
doing so went quite wide. M. L. Fallon took Star 
Boarder to the outside on the turn. Golden Era 
proved a stubborn adversary for the favorite in 
the run through the stretch and at the eighth- 
pole had regained a short lead. Bernard F. fi- 
nally succeeded in putting him away, but failed to 
stave off the challenge of Star Boarder, which 
made up about a length and a half in the last 
furlong to beat the favorite a head. In the last 
eighth F. H. Williamson's Radio Gold (3-y-o, 100) 
came from next to last place to finish in a dead 
heat with Golden Era for third place, a length 
behind the leaders.

Santa Anita Park, the track is apparently having 
a success approximating its inaugural meeting 
in 1938. Certainly Hollywood Park is offering 
Californians a class of racing which they have 
never before seen in the summer months. The 
crowd of Saturday, June 3, was estimated at 
20,000, and the totalizator handled $568,141. The 
feature of that day was the Los Angeles Handi- 
cap, won by Louis B. Mayer’s Main Man. The 
following Wednesday Errol MacBoyle’s Montecito 
captured the Santa Monica Handicap, beating a 
field of California-bred 3-year-olds. In another 
race the same day the Binglin Stock Farm's 
*Profundo, one of several Argentine importations 
of Bing Crosby and Lin Howard, made his first 
American start, was beaten a nose by Forsooth 
in a mile race. 

The previous day Circle S Stable’s Carmenita, 
a 2-year-old daughter of Bon Homme out of 
Loversall, by *Bistouri, had set a new track rec- 
ord of :594; seconds for five furlongs. In a six- 
furlong overnight race with a purse of $2,000 on 
the program of Friday, June 9, Binglin Stock 
Farm finished first and second with two Argen- 
tine importations, *Don Mike and *Ligaroti, *Don 
Mike equaling the track record of 1:104;. The 
feature of the program of Saturday, June 10, 
was the first running of the $5,000 added Long 
Beach Handicap, at one mile, for fillies and 
mares. The winner was F. E. Allen’s 4-year-old 
Flying Wild, by Flying Heels out of Laila Wild, 
by Big Blaze. 


Main Man by Six 


Most productive purchase yet made by Louis 
B. Mayer, main man among Hollywood's recruits 
to racing, is Main Man, purchased last year from 
Jerome B. Respess for $17,000. After winning 
the New Year Handicap on January 2 at Santa 
Anita Park, Main Man was beaten in five suc- 
cessive handicaps. Specify gave him a pound 
and beat him a nose in the San Felipe Handicap, 
and *Kayak II and Whichcee, both receiving 
weight, beat him back to third place in the Santa 
Anita Handicap. After the Santa Anita he did 
not start again until May 30, when he was fourth 
in the Hollywood Premier Handicap, behind *Don 
Mike, Whichcee, and Speed to Spare, giving all 
of them weight.

He was given 117 
pounds and was made second choice to Silver 
State Stable’s (A. A. Baroni’s) Specify, which 
carried top weight of 122 pounds. The race was 
one of the best efforts in the very good record of 
Main Man. 

A. C. T. Stock Farm’s Whichcee (117) went to 
the front immediately after the start and was 
rated along with Specify lapped on him. George 
Woolf kept Main Man slightly back of the lead- 
ers until they were well down the back stretch. 
As they neared the turn Specify, ridden by C. 


Corbett, was urged into the lead, and Woolf took 


Main Man to the outside and moved past him as 


they went round the turn. The competition was 
gone as far as Main Man was concerned and he 
continued drawing away from the field until he 
was six lengths in front at the finish, with a new 
track record to his credit.

Tax Bill Sidetracked 


After legislative wheelhorses for the California 
administration had pushed through the Assembly 
a bill to increase the State’s tax on racing by an 
estimated $2,000,000, Lieutenant Governor Pat- 
terson referred the bill to the Senate Committee 
on Social Welfare. After the bill had been re- 
ferred it occurred to the administration forces 
that the Social Welfare Committee probably 
would manage to keep it, since the administra- 
tion forces are in a minority in its membership. 
Jack Metzger, of Red Bluff, himself owner of a 
racing stable, is chairman of the committee. 

Later last week the lower house of the Cali- 
fornia Legislature passed, 41 to 29, a measure to 
legalize and tax bookmakers. Proponents of the 
measure insisted it would yield $30,000,000 of new 
revenue every two years. Governor Olson has 
already declared that he will sign no such meas- 
ure. 


Exit Pinky 


Saturday, June 3, T. D. (Pinky) Grimes sad- 
died Louis B. Mayer’s Main Man for the Los 
Angeles Handicap, saw him turn in one of the 
most impressive victories of his career. He was 
the last horse Trainer Grimes sent to the post for 
Hollywood's No. 1 Thoroughbred owner. The fol- 
lowing Monday he resigned, following the ex- 
ample of Don Cameron, Lonnie Copenhaver, 
Howard Oots. It was announced that Ed Haugh- 
ton, Kentucky trainer, would handle the Mayer 
horses “temporarily.”

Mona Bell's Orpen Memorial 


The Long Branch course near Toronto in re- 
cent years has grown steadily in popular esteem 
and in the class of its racing programs. Last 
year the management ventured to offer a $5,000 
added handicap named in memory of the Ca- 
nadian promoter Abe Orpen. This year’s re- 
newal of the Crpen Memorial Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3- and 4-year-olds, foaled in Canada, 1 1-16 
miles) decided June 10, brought out about as 
good a feld as a Canadian promoter could have 
wished for. Only six horses went to the post, but 
they included C. G. McCullagh’s Archworth (3- 
y-0, 117) and W F. Morrissey’s Bunty Lawless 


(122), respectively the best 3-year-old and 4- 
year-old bred in Canada, and Cosgrave Stable’s 
Mona Bell (114), top 4-year-old filly. But the 
race dic not turn out so happily. Archworth, 
made favorite at 7 to 10, was in the hands of an 
assistant starter when the field was sent away. 
He wheeled round, lost all chance, and simply 
galloped along behind the field. H. C. Hatch’s 
Suffern (118) went out to set the pace, with 
Mona Bell and Bunty Lawless in close attendance. 
After three-quarters Jockey C. McTague sent 
Mona Bell forward to take the lead. Bunty Law- 
less challenged at the head of the stretch, caught 
Suffern after passing the eighth-pole, but failed 
by a length and a half to overhaul Mona Bell, 
which scored a handy victory.

Mona Bell is probably the best filly of her age 
in Canada. Foaled March 30, 1935, she won one 
of her four starts at two, blossomed into a high- 
class filly at three. Last year she won the Maple 
Leaf Stakes and Breeders’ Stakes at Woodbine 
Park, finished second in the King’s Plate and 
New England Handicap, third in the Long Branch 
Championship. In three seasons she has started 
27 times, won nine races, finished seven times 
second, five times third, earned $15,520. Her sire, 
*QOsiris II, is also sire of Donosiris, winner of the 
first Orpen Memorial Handicap. Belmona won 
19 races in five seasons, has had three other 
foals none of which has won. Belmon won at 
three and also produced the winners Bonnie Lad- 
die and Commandman (19 wins). The third 
dam, Bellamia, was a half-sister to Beldame and 
also produced the winners Murray, Academist, 
and Sugar King and the producer Old Proverb.

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STUD NEWS 
Death of *Chicle 


N less than a year three stallions have died at 
I the C. V. Whitney farm, Lexington. Equipoise, 
one of the greatest horses of the century, died 
August 4. His sire, Pennant, passed away No- 
vember 6 at the age of 27. Last month *Chicle’s 
life ended suddenly as the 26-year-old stallion 
stood in his stall. The death of *Chicle took place 
on May 20, but the farm staff kept so quiet that 
it was three weeks before a newspaperman heard 
of it. 

*Chicle was foaled in France in 1913. His dam, 
Lady Hamburg II, brown, 1908, by Hamburg out 
of *Lady Frivoles (later the dam of Tippity 
Witchet, stakes winner of 78 races), by St. Simon, 
had been taken from America to England as a 
yearling along with a group of horses owned by 
Harry Payne Whitney and under the direction of 
Andrew Jackson Joyner. Lady Hamburg II as 
a 3-year-old was bred to Fowling-piece, produced 
the winner *Purdey in 1912. She was mated with 
Spearmint in England that year and sent to 
France, where in 1913 she foaled *Chicle (first 
named Ruser). She produced three other foals 
in France, the last of which was *Dis Donc, 
which was third in the only start he made but 
became the sire of Top Flight, the world’s lead- 
ing money-winning mare. In 1918 Lady Ham- 
burg II was returned to the United States, and 
here she produced three more foals, one of which 
was Whiskalong, by Whisk Broom II. Whisk- 
along, winner of four races, has gained some 
fame as sire of numerous fast horses, including 
several good 2-year-olds now performing. 


Like his half-brothers *Dis Donc and Whisk- 
along, *Chicle lacked considerable of being a 
sound horse during his racing days. But he 
managed to make 10 starts at two and three. 
At two he won the Champagne Stakes and at 
three he captured the mile-and-a-furlong Brook- 
lyn Derby (later the Dwyer Stakes), with Star 
Hawk, Churchill, Spur, Friar Rock, and Whimsy

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in the field. He won three races, was twice third, 
earned only $4,765 in lean racing times. 

Efforts to train *Chicle continued after his 3- 
year-old season, but were fruitless. In 1919, asa 
6-year-old, he was retired to the stud and in that 
capacity, aided by what was perhaps the best 
band of broodmares in America during the 
‘twenties, he proved more than ordinarily suc- 
cessful. In his first crop, of 13 foals, were six 
stakes winners, Enchantment, Rialto, Gadfly, Re- 
venge, Picketer, and Cherry Pie. Stakes win- 
ners in later crops were Elf (dam of Boojum), 
Mother Goose, Pantella, Distraction, Sageboys, 
Comstockery, Chicleight, Chicatie, Whichone, 
Dustemall, Goose Egg, Edelweiss, Balios, Note- 
book, Plat Eye, Chickpen, Cristate, Chicolorado, 
Chic Maud, Redbreast, Outline, Rapture, Constant 
Wife, Incandescent, Roustabout, Sassafras, Chic- 
straw, Lost Friend, Zuni. 

Whichone was the best performer among the 
get of *Chicle. He won the richest running of the 
Futurity at Belmont Park in 1929, and placed 
his sire at the head of the sire list for that season. 
Whichone was a brother to Mother Goose, also a 
Futurity winner. *Chicle was not regularly on 
the list of leading sires. Except in 1929 his best 
ranking was in 1934, when he was tenth. He was 
seventeenth in 1923, twelfth in 1924, eighteenth 
in 1929, eleventh in 1930, fourteenth in 1933. 

To the end of 1938 *Chicle had sired the win- 
ners of 872 races and $1,554,934. Including the 
foals of 1936 he sired 254 foals, of which 149 
were winners and 35 were stakes winners. He 
still has foals to come to the races, as he was 
never withdrawn from service. In the last few 
years he has been prominent on the broodmare 
sire list, his best ranking being ninth in 1938. 

*Chicle was no sweet-tempered stallion. The 
many visitors at the Whitney farm frequently 
inquired as to the reason he wore his muzzle. 
He had been kept muzzled for years for the 
safety of the men who handled him. 

The death of *Chicle marks the passing of the 
last patriarch of the Whitney stud, which for 
years was the leading American breeding estab- 
lishment. Whisk Broom II, Broomstick, Peter Pan, 
“Dis Donc, and Pennant had preceded him within 
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(ie last eleven years. The list of Whitney sires 

now made up of comparative youngsters, among 
-hich the oldest is *Chicle’s best son Whichone. 
Others are Peace Chance, Halcyon, and Firethorn. 
hoojum, still owned by C. V. Whitney, is at the 
i\ing Ranch in Texas, turned out on the range 
in a forlorn hope of improving his fertility. 


Kentmere Dispersal 


The Kentmere Stud at Boyce, Va., owned by 
iXenneth N. Gilpin, will be dispersed by public 
auction at Saratoga in August, it was announced 
recently. The sale is to be held on the morning 
of Saturday, August 12, when the yearlings of 
Ff. Wallis Armstrong and Charles W. Williams 
will be sold. The reason for Mr. Gilpin’s decision, 
as quoted in the Middlebury Chronicle: 

“T have shipped to Saratoga as a public breeder 
for 20 years. Increased and rather scattered 
business interests are taking more and more of my 
time, so that I am not able to personally super- 
vise the business as I have in the past with so 
many valuable outside mares sent here to the 
place. I am not going to continue unless I can 
give it such supervision. I am going to sell every- 
thing, ali of the breeding stock, mares and foals, 
yearlings, etc. ... I have three 2-year-old fillies 
out on lease for two years which eventually I 
expect to bring back to the farm.” 

Plans have not yet been made for William 
Woodward's Granville, which has stood at Kent- 
mere since he was retired to the stud in 1987. 
In the first season he proved a fairly shy breeder, 
but last year he did quite well, getting 24 mares 
in foal. Granville was leased by Mr. Gilpin for 
a five-year-period, of which two years remain.

Derby Day 


ONDON, May 29.—In a general way, the 

weather gods are kind to the Epsom Derby 
Day carnival. They were in their most benignant 
mood on Wednesday last, and the great race has 
never been presented under more ideal conditions. 
With cloudless skies, and sunshine of midsum- 
mer warmth, we were apt to be thinking of the 
progress made in 100 years, for it was exactly a 
century ago that Bloomsbury won the Blue Rib- 
and in the celebrated “snowstorm Derby!” To 
add to the enjoyment of the multitude, the race 
was handsomely won by the favorite, Lord Rose- 
bery’s colt Blue Peter, and not since Minoru 
scored in the royal colors has a victory been more 
loudly acclaimed. With the possible exception 
of Lord Derby, no present-day owner has done 
more for the welfare of racing and breeding than 
Lord Rosebery, and everyone felt that it was a 
fitting recompense for his endeavors that he 
should capture the premier classic, an honor that 
his father achieved on three occasions. 

There can be no question that in Blue Peter 
Lord Rosebery has bred a horse of outstanding 
merit, worthy to rank with the best Derby win- 
ners of my time. As I have written before, the 
colt is faultless in make and shape, with plenty 
of size. I have taken exception to his light chest- 
nut coat, and I am forced back upon the old 
adage that ‘a good horse is never a bad color.”’ 
In addition, I doubted, on his breeding, whether 
he would stay a mile and a half. The doubts 
have been convincingly dispelled, and he finished 
so resolutely last week that it seems to be only 
a matter of his keeping well for him to take the 
St. Leger and join the select company of “triple 
crown” winners. 

The heat of the day caused some of the field to 
break out into a lather in the paddock and in the 
preliminary parade. Collectively they were a well 
trained company, 27 strong, and the majority of 
them as handsome as paint. Fox Cub, whose 
chestnut coat shone like burnished copper, vied 
with Blue Peter for the appellation of the “gen- 
tleman of the party.’’ Hypnotist, Admiral’s Walk, 
the small but beautifully modeled Casanova, Fair- 
stone, Triguero, and Heliopolis are the types to 
please the most critical eye. The three French 
challengers, Romeo II, Salford, and Ortiz, were 
comparative commoners. 


Blue Peter's Triumph 


HERE was no appreciable delay at the gate, 
and except that Bellman half whipped round 
and lost a length or so, the start was perfection. 
First to break the line were Rogerstone Castle 
and Heliopolis, but before they had gone three 
furlongs the 100-to-1 chance Larchfield went into 
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a clear lead and carried on up the hill from Heli- 
opolis, Wheatland, Rogerstone Castle, Casanova, 
and Blue Peter, the favorite being on the outside 
and moving smoothly. From the top of the hill 
down to Tattenham Corner, Larchfield still led 
from Heliopolis. The down gradients were too 
much for Fairstone, which sprawled and became 
hopelessly unbalanced. On the other hand, Blue 
Peter acted so well on the slope that E. Smith 
was able to take him across to a berth nearer 
the rails, the colt being on an even keel through- 
out the maneuver. Round the corner and en- 
tering the straight, with a little more than five 
furlongs to travel, Larchfield was beaten, and so 
were the non-staying Rogerstone Castle, Romeo 
II, and Dhoti. 

Heliopolis was here showing just clear of Blue 
Peter, Gordon Richards on Fox Cub being none 
too well placed, about seventh or eighth, as they 
entered the straight. A furlong further on, Blue 
Peter was level with Heliopolis, and the pair 
raced neck and neck for about 200 yards. It was 
quite pardonable for young E. Smith to be feel- 
ing a trifle anxious, and he gave Blue Peter one 
tap with the whip. The “reminder” sufficed, and 
the favorite shot clear of Lord Derby’s colt. This 
was about two and a half furlongs from home, 
and from that point the race was over. Fox Cub 
came along to outstay Heliopolis, but could make 
no impression on Blue Peter, which kept up the 
smooth rhythm of his stride to pass the judge 
four lengths ahead of Fox Cub. Three lengths 
away Heliopolis was third, a neck in front of 
Casanova. Buxton was fifth, followed by Hyp- 
notist, Admiral’s Walk, Pointis, Ortiz, and Fair- 
stone. 

In congratulating Lord Rosebery, Trainer Jack 
Jarvis and Jockey Eph. Smith upon their first 
Derby success, we must not forget a word of 
commiseration for Gordon Richards, who for the 
third time in his career finished second in a race 
which he would give much to win. It should be 
noted that Fox Cub pulled up a little feelingly, 
and no doubt the going, which was on the firm 
side without being really hard, was not quite as 
the son of Foxhunter likes it. Moreover, Fox 
Cub looks the sort to be more at home over a 
track with fewer bends and gradients than Ep- 
som, so that we can anticipate with a good deal 
of interest the renewal of his rivalry with Blue 
Peter in the Doncaster St. Leger. The impres- 
sion gained in the Derby, however, was that Blue 
Peter would always be the daddy of them all, 
over any course. 

Lord Rosebery has decided to forfeit the Ascot 
engagements made for Blue Peter, and the colt’s 
next appearance will be in the Eclipse Stakes at 
Sandown Park July 14, a five-figure stake that 
he seems bound to win. No announcement has 
yet been made as to whether the son of Fairway 
will be kept in training for another season, but 
I have no doubt his owner will adopt this policy. 


Scottish Union 


LUE PETER'S chief rival in the Eclipse 

Stakes will be James V. Rank’s 4-year-old 
Scottish Union, which, in my opinion, put up the 
very best performance of his most consistent 
career when winning the Coronation Cup (1!2 
m.) on the day after the Derby. On similarly 
firm going, Scottish Union, carrying three pounds 
more than did Blue Peter, covered the course in 
2:37, which was one-fifth of a second slower than 
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the Derby winner. He scored by a long six 
lengths from the City and Suburban winner Bis- 
tolfi, with the redoubtable French horse Anto- 
nym a neck away third, Goya II fourth, and Mor- 
mond Hill and Challenge behind. Antonym 
started favorite on the strength of his sensa- 
tional performance in the ‘“Jubilee,”’ but either 
he is a better horse on soft going, such as pre- 
vailed at Kempton, or else, as I think is the 
case, Scottish Union is much improved and 
stouter since his 3-year-old days. Unfortunately, 
Rockfel was amiss and couldn’t take the field in 
the Coronation Cup to tell us definitely the prog- 
ress that Scottish Union has made, but I am pre- 
pared to give the son of Cameronian every credit 
for a fine performance. Throughout his racing 
career, Scottish Union has been a real model of 
consistency. He has run 11 races in all, of which 
he has won six and been runner-up in four, his 
seconds including the Two Thousand Guineas and 
Derby. The only time he was beaten out of a 
place was when fourth to Pasch in the Eclipse 
Stakes last July, and that failure on the San- 
down course prompts the opinion that Blue Peter 
will prove his master in the coming test. 


Galaday's Daughter 


HE weather was as brilliant for the Friday, 

the final stage of the meeting at which the 
Oaks is run, as it was on Derby day, and the 
ladies, who always assemble in force to see the 
race for the fillies’ classic, were able to display 
all their summer finery. There were 21 runners, 
and although they were not, collectively, such a 
handsome company as the colts, there were two 
or three which would compare with the best- 
looking Oaks winners of my time. One of them 
was the One Thousand Guineas winner Galatea 
II, which was reported to have done so well since 
her Newmarket success that a shade of odds 
were laid on her beating her 20 rivals. She ac- 
complished the task, and though the judge’s ver- 
dict was that she beat the French filly White Fox 
by only a head, it was a “comfortable” head. 
Whereas Elliott was hard at work on the late- 
challenging second, Bobbie Jones rode Galatea II 
with perhaps a little too much confidence. Three 
lengths away, Superbe, from Capt. Cecil Boyd- 
Rochfort’s stable, was third, with Lord Rose- 
bery’s Sonsie Wench fourth. Coming down the 
hill, Curtain Call, owned by J. H. Whitney, fell, 
luckily without hurt to her rider, W. Nevett or 
to any of the other runners.

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Galatea II, of which I wrote at some length 
when she won the One Thousand, is by Dark 
Legend out of Galaday, by *Sir Gallahad III out 
of *Sunstep, by Sunstar. She is owned and was 
bred by Robert Sterling Clark, an American 
whose brother, Ambrose Clark, is so well known 
to our 'chasing enthusiasts. The time in which 
she won the Oaks was 2:40%;, or 3%; seconds 
slower than Blue Peter’s figure, but extremely 
creditable for a filly to record in such warm 
weather. Galatea II is engaged in the St. Leger, 
and as she looks the sort to keep on improving, 
she will very likely make it interesting for Blue 
Peter, Fox Cub, and company on the Doncaster 
Town Moor. 


White Fox, a daughter of Foxhunter with the 
white snip with which the Ascot Gold Cup win- 
ner stamps nearly all his stock, is owned by Ed- 
ward Esmond who thus had the tantalizing luck 
of providing the runners-up for both Derby and 
Oaks. White Fox had not previously run in this 
country, but in France last season she was rated 
about the best of their 2-year-olds. No doubt she 
is very useful, though I think that Galatea II 
would always prove her superior. Incidentally 
Galatea II was the eleventh Oaks winner turned 
out from the famous Manton stable in the last 
30 years. 


Other Epsom Racing 


PART from the two classics and the Corona- 

tion Cup, it must be confessed that the Ep- 
som programs are not of the class that one would 
expect of such an all-important gathering. Dur- 
ing the four days there are seven selling races, 
paltry affairs that one would think the executive 
could well dispense with and substitute better- 
class events. One of these sellers, however, the 
Tadworth Plate (5 f.) was of rather more than 
passing interest, for it was won by Jack Noel’s 
6-year-old gelding, Brave Warrior, a son of Dio- 
medes, from the Duchess of Norfolk’s one-time 
champion sprinter the 5-year-old Waterbird. 
There was a time when Mr. Joel’s colors were 
very much in the limelight at Epsom meetings, 
but the “black, scarlet cap’ is seen but infre- 


quently nowadays. After his success, Brave 
Warrior was sold to Sir Abe Bailey for 730 
guineas. 


The Rosebery Memorial Plate, a handicap of 
£835 value, run over two and a quarter miles, 
was contested by nine decidedly moderate stay- 
ers. The winner was Sir Harold Gray’s 5-year- 
old plodder Snake Lightning, which beat Miss 
Dorothy Paget’s Foxchase by a length, with the 
French gelding Harewood a poor third. 

There were eight runners for the Woodcote 
Stakes, the first six-furlong event of the season 
for 2-year-olds, and a race which, in the long ago, 
used to want some winning. I doubt if the vic- 
tor last week is of great account, this being 
Peter Beatty’s French-bred colt Tant Mieux, a 
son of Asterus out of the Solario mare Tantine. 
Lord Rosebery supplied the runner-up in Hip- 
pius, a son of Hyperion which shows more prom- 
ise, in my opinion, than does the winner. 

Sir Abe Bailey had the satisfaction of seeing 
his colors to the fore in the last race of Derby 
afternoon, his 4-year-old Caerloptic winning the 
seven-furlong Epsom Handicap in easy fashion 
from Hot Bun II, Agincourt, and three others.
